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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Robert Norton on January 13, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

1 ) Claim 9, line 5, replaced "energy plant" with -turbine-. 

2) Claim 16, line 6, replaced "5" with -(5)-. 

3) Claim 21 , replaced the status identifier "withdrawn" with -previously 
presented-. 

4) Cancelled claims 22-24. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-9 and 1 1 -21 and 25-27 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a method 
of registering at least one lightning strike in the blade of a wind turbine, characterised in 
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that at least one characteristic of at least one lightning strike is determined on the basis 
of the increase in temperature of a resistor, the characteristic comprising the amount of 
energy contained in the lighting strike determined on the basis of a measurement of the 
magnitude of the increase in temperature, and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 6-9, 11-19 and 25-27 are allowable because none of the prior art 
discloses a wind turbine comprising means for determining the amount of energy 
contained in a lighting strike on the basis of the magnitude of an increase in 
temperature of an electric resistor, and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 20 and 21 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a system 
for use in the registration of at least one lightning strike in a blade of a wind turbine, the 
system comprising means for determining the amount of energy contained in a lighting 
strike on the basis of the magnitude of an increase in temperature of an electric resistor, 
and in the combination as claimed.
